MOSCOW. Jan. 22 (R) — Russia ridiculed Americans 
and West Europeans for hiding in bunkers and peering 
through bimvulars in case a crippled, radioactive Soviet 
satellite crashes to earth. 

” What was the cause of the sudden turmoil in capitals of 
Western countries? It turns out that all that is because of... 
a Soviet artificial earth satellite.” the official Soviet news 
agency Tass said. 

Tass reiterated Moscow’s view that the nucter fuel core 
of the Cosmos 1 4U2 satellite will burn up and disperse into 
fine particles when it enters the earth's atmosphere in 
mid-February, posing no serious radiation danger. 

U.S. scientists say part of Cosmos 1402 is losing height 
rapidly and will probably plunge to earth Sunday, prob- 
ably in the ocean and another part will fall next month. 

“If one is to believe Washington, that satellite is about 
to plummet on the beads of earth men who arc therefore 
being called upon to immediately hide in basements.” 

Tass said there appeared to be no grounds for anxiety 
despite cries of panic, troops on alert and reports of Bel- 
gian officials huddling in a radiation-proof control room 
in a military fort. 

The agency said that in the West a noisy propaganda 
campaign had been launched about “the fall of the Soviet 
satellite” and was being used as a smokescreen by NAT( > 
strategists to cover a military build-up.

Good deeds may 
land them in jail 

NAPLES, Jan. 22 (AFP) - If crime 
doesn’t pay, neiher do good deeds, some- 
times, as nine unemployed workers here 
found out when they tried to clean the city's 
public monuments for nothing, the daily La. 
Stamps reported Saturday. 

The nine persons with time on their hands 
decided to give some of the city’s statues a 
facelift last May, taking nothing for their 
labors but what passers-by cared to contri- 
bute. 

However, their clean-up operation irked 
Professor Rttffaetto Causa, the city’s superin- 
tendant of fine arts, who said the detergents 
that were used had damaged the 15lh century 
Fountain of Neptune.

Calls to end border anarchy 

Beirut accepts U. S . 
surveillance offer 


BEIRUT. Jan. 22 (AP) — Lebanon has 
agreed to a U.S. proposed compromise that 
would have Americans man electronic sur- 
veillance stations on Lebanon's central 
mountains and start a partial pullback of 
Israeli. Syrian and Palestinian forces next 
month, a government spokesman said Satur- 
day. 

The Lebanese government, however, 
decided to seek an end to the “current border 
anarchy” under which S20 million worth of 
Israeli goods filtered into Lebanon in 
December, said the spokesman who declined 
to be identified. 

He said Lebanon's position was made dear 
in the lengthy talks U.S. presidential envoy 
Philip C. Habib held Friday night with 
Lebanese President Amin Gemayel and his 
senior government aides. 

Israel wants to maintain Lhree electronic 
spy stations in central Lebanon as part of the 
security arrangements it is demanding as a 
price for withdrawing its 25.000-man army 
from Lebanon. The latter, while rejecting the 
Israeli demand, says it is willing to agree to 
security arrangements under multinational 
and United Nations control. 

.41 -Antal newspaper of Gemayers rightist 
Christian Phalange Party warned Saturday 
that Israeli Defense Minster Ariel Sharon's 
insistence on retaining Israeli-manned 
monitoring stations in Lebanon would send 
the four-wcck-old withdrawal negotiations 
"back to square one.” 

Israel radio quoted Sharon as telling Habib 
Friday that Israeli-controlled early warning 


stations were necessary to detect any attempt 
by the Palestine Liberation Organization to 
send hs commandos back to Lebanon. 

Syria, which has an cstimted 30. 000-man 
army stationed in northern and eastern 
Lebanon, has warned through its state-run 
media that Israeli , surveillance stations in 
Lebanon would be considered a threat to 
Syria's security. 

In London, a foreign office source confir- 
med earlier Saturday ~that one of its under- 
secretaries. Stephen Egcnnn. met Arafat in 
Tunisia on Thursday and the two men had a 
wide-ranging discussion on Middle East ques- 
tions. But the source would not say whether 
the visit of the committee of seven or the 
participation in it of the two cx-West Bank 
mayors had been discussed.

Fund allotted 
for new silos

JEDDAH, Jan. 22 — Sweden will deliver 
the remaining three of the four contracted 
‘roll-on, roll-off ships to the Kingdom’s 
Saudi National Shipping Company during the 
current year, according to Ambassador Fred- 
rik Bergenstrahle. 

The ambassador told Arab News that while 
the first such ship has already been delivered, 
the second will be handed over in March, the 
third in June and the fourth in September- 
October. 

Bergenstrahle said the ships are built by 
Kockum Shipyard, belonging to the govern- 
ment group, at Malmo in the southern part of 
Sweden. 

He said Sweden was once the world's sec- 
ond biggest ship-building country but in 
recent decades, it yielded its place to quite a 
few countries including Korea. Japan, how- 
ever* continues to occupy the coveted first 
position in this respect 

Bergenstrahle said after the ship-building 
production was cut down, the government 
grouped the shipyards together and began 
making, in addition, oil drilling platforms. 

Besides tbe two ministerial trade 
delegations visiting the Kingdom in due 
course, he said a new Swedish naval training 


ship Cariskroita. named after a city in the 
southern part of Sweden, win sail here on a 
goodwill visit. The ship, now on its maiden 
cruise, is on her way to the Far East aiid 
should be here by early March, he said adding 
that most of Sweden's training ships were 
built during the world war. 

Bergenstrahle said the . new Swedish 
Embassy in Riyadh will have an area of 6.355 
square meters and the complex will consist of 
a two-story chancery and a two-story ambas- 
sadors residence. Two kilometers away, 
there will be villas providing housing accom- 
modation to the embassy staff. 

The ambassador said five Swedish com- 
panies — A.B.V.. N.P. Lund. Siad. Johnson 
Construction and Sentab — have submitted 
their tenders for buQding construction. 

The land was leased on Oct. 28. 1981. The 
architects are Carl Nyren. Stockholm, while 
the landscaping architects and structural 
engineers are V.B.B. Company who 
executed the Jeddah Water Tower. 

“The landscaping is so beautiful that there 
will be lots of trees and bushes around." 
Bergenstrahle added. 

Hans Biorklund. representative of the 
V.B.B.’s member firm Swecko Group, said 
the embassy project is already out for tender 
and hence its estimated cost not being dis- 
closed.

Jan. 22 (SPA) — KmgFatofs 
recent tour abroad was full of mtc rn arional 
contacts, especially on the Lebanese situation 
and the outcome of the Arab L e ag u e 
Follow-up Comzniuce’s mission according to 
Information Minis ter Dr. Muhammad Abdo

Speaking to Al-Jazfra, Dr.- Yamani afffr- 
med that the King’s trip to Algeria and 
Morocco was part of continuous efforts exer- 
ted to ensure Arab sc lidary in implc men ta- 
tion of the Kingdom’s higher poBcy giving top 
priority to the issue. 

The committee, {turned by an Arab sum- 
mit held in Fez in September, had been 
entrusted with briefing permanent members 
of the (J.N. Security Council on a unified 
Arab plan to solve the Middle East problem. 

The minister recalled that King Fahd had 
consultations with King Hassan of Morocco. 
President Chatlli Benjedid of Algeria and 
Yasser Arafat, chairman of the Palestine 
Liberation Organization (PLO). 

- Dr. Yamani said the Kingdom's efforts, 
under the leadership of King Fahd. were con- 
centrated on . realising Arab solidarity 
through which we can confront the Israeli 
enemy that exploits Arab dissension to fulfil 
its aggressive aims, and persist in occupying 
Arab land and threatening Arab security and 
sovereignty. 

“This was the case recently when it invaded 
and occupied Lebanese territory and com- 
mitted the ugliest massacres.” he added. 

Referring to the Zionist information 
media's role in America, the minister said a 
major part of American public opinion, press 
and other information media was influenced 


by Zionist propaganda, but noted that the 
world had come to know the “real intentions 
of tbe Zionists” after the Sabra and Shatila 
Palestine refugee camps’ massacres in Beirut. 

The minster said it was not easy for the 
Arab information media to leave behind a big 
impact on American public opinion in a short 
time in view of the historic and economic 
roots enjoyed by Zionist influence. 

“Efforts exerted by Arab information 
media were having good but limited results 
and they sought to break the monopoly of 
Zionist propaganda and its influence on 
American public opinion as well as present 
the Arab viewpoint in an objective manner.” 
he added. . 

He explained that Arab moves were desig- 
ned to “face the Zionist's campaign of distor- 
tion and explain the true facts about the Arab 
position, it being just and positive and 
seeking to resolve the Middle East crisis not 
only in the interest of the Arabs but also in 
the interest of humanity, by establishing 
peace and stability in this important pan of 
the world.” 

Referring to Egypt’s recent attitudes. Dr. 
Yamani said they were continually drawing 
closer to the Arab stand and encouraging 
steps in this direction had been made.

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UPM symposium spreads safety awareness

DHAHRAN. Jan. 22 — "The industrial- 
ization of Saudi Arabia brings additional 
hazards to life and property, requiring addi- 
tional efforts to prevent accidents.” Ahmed 
Saleh, executive director of Aramco 
Operations Support Services and keynote 
speaker told participants in a Safety Sym- 
posium and Exhibition held at the University 
of Petroleum and Minerals (UPM). The sym- 
posium was one such “additional effort," 
aimed to spread safety awareness of such 
topics as emergency planning, highway 
safety, fire protection, and Chemical hazards. 

Dr. Bassara Anani and Dr. Gokmen Eigun 
of the UPM Civil Engineering Department 
presented the most critical problems relating 
to highway safety in the Kingdom. They cited 
Traffic Department Statistics indicating that 
in 1 977 accidents in Saudi Arabia left 1*033 
dead and 11.413 injured. The death rate is 
1 3.0 fatalities per 100 miHion vehicle miles in 
the Kingdom compared with 33 in the U-^ 

To identify highway problems in the King- 
dom. Anani and Eigun used the cities of 
Dammam. Alkhobar. and Dhahran as the 
pilot area of their study. They found that 
there was no significant difference among die 
accident rates of various nationalities. . 

Anai and Ergun found a very high percen- 
tage of vehicle collision because of lack of 
lane discipline and driver disregard of righ- 
of-way rules. 

Since young drivers and students were tne 
most critical category.” Anani and&gun felt 
safety improvement programs should be 

aimed at them. .... , 

Low income drivers had higher accident 
rates than the wealthy, perhaps because of 
their poor maintenance of their vehicles. 
Periodic motor vehicle inspection would cor- 
rect this. . . 

Since 54 percent of all accidents were 
caused by high speed, the researchers 


recommended that traffic authorities consis- 
tently enforce the speed regulations. 

The researchers discovered that only 6-5 
percent of drivers use safety belts, and over 
20 percent of cars were not equipped with 

them. , 

Pointing out that human errors cannot be 

avoided bv concentrating on the humans 
atone," Anani and Eigun recommended 
improvement in tbe design and marking of 
the highways. 

Tbe researchers found that graduates of 
the driving school in Dammam, which oilers 
50 hours of training, felt the course had 
improved their knowledge of safe driving 
practices. Anani and Ergun suggested 
offering a special course to illiterate students 
as well as one in English for those who do not 
speak Arabic. 

Emergency Medical services 
Dr. William M. Steen, chief of Emergency 
Medical Sendees (EMS) with tbe Aramco 
Hospital devoted his seminar to the need for 
emergency medical services to prevent 
unnecessary disabilities and deaths. 

“Rehabilitation begins at the time of 
injury." Dr. Steen said. “Statistical studies 
have shown that mortality and injury can be 
significantly reduced by skilled pre-hospital 
care and ap pro p riate transportation to a cen- 
ter staffed and equipped to handle trauma 
cases.” 

Since a prerequisite of any efficient 
emergency system is comm unication . Dr. 
Steen recommended “a province-wide com- 
munication system to interlink the scene of 
the accident, ambulances, helicopters and 
Proper transportation of accident victims 
to the hospital is crucial since “the time factor 
between die onset of tbe acute illness or 
injury and the start of appropriate therapy 
may become tbe factor on which survival 
depends.” 

In dustrial hygiene 

Yotmis SlaiL, manager of the Aramco Loss 


Prevention Department said the majority of 
environmental health hazards arc due to 
i nhali ng chemical agents. He recommended 
noise control in the design of machines, 
reduction in the time of exposure to noise and 
the use of earplugs. 

D rinking Water and Health 
Dr. Muhammad Sadiq of the Water and 
Environmental Division of the UPM 
Research Institute listed the harmful effects 
of excessive concentrations of contaminants 
in drinking water. While the establishment of 
drinking water criteria began in the early 
1 900’s in the developed countries, like other 
developing nations. Saudi Arabia has not so 
far enforced w ater quality criteria.

Mubarak to seek firm 
U.S. stand on Mideast 


Malaysia to host 
U.N. conference 


on Palestine issue 


CAIRO. Jan. 22 (AP) — President Hosni Mubarak is expected to press for stronger U.S. 
pressure on Israel and stepped up efforts toward Middle East peace when he meets this week 
in Washington with President Reagan and senior U.S. officials. 

Mubarak, who is to arrive in the United States Wednesday on the first-leg of a four-nation 
tour, is also expected to ask administration help in encouraging more private U.S. investment 
in Egypt and for changes in the bfilion-dollar-a-year U.S. aid program to his country. 

In advance of the visit. Foreign Minister Kamal Hassan All signalled Egyptian frustration 
with the pace of Middle East peace efforts and with what Cairo sees as U.S. weakness in the 
face of an aggressive Israeli policy of settling Jews in the occupied West Bank. 

“We will tell them (the Americans) first that something must be done to encourage the 
Palestini ans to speed up coordination with Jordan." Ali told the Cairo niagaa'neJWiBMWB*. 

“Second, we will tell them there should be a dearcut American position on the (Israeli) 
settlements. Third, we will tell them we rule out any possibility of resumed negotiations unless 
the Israelis withdraw from Lebanon. Fourth, we will tel) them that Egypt will never sign any 
agreement that could conflict with Palestinian rights." _ 

Egypt, the only Arab country to have made peace with Israel, fears that if there i> mo 
agreement soon on a withdrawal of Syrian and Israeli forces from Lebanon and on Pal estini an 
self-rule in the West Bank and Gaza, the Middle East peace process will 6og down until alter 
the U.S. presidential election next year. 

The Egyptians would like the Reagan administration to declare publicly that Israeli .set- 
tlements are "illegal " the view held by the administration of President Carter. 


KUALA LUMPUR. Jan. 22 (AFP) — Aj 
total of 42 foreign ministers are expected to: 
attend the United Nations Asian conference 
on Palestine to be beldhere from May 2 to 7. 

The conference would coincide with a 
nation-wide Palestine Week. Malaysian 
Foreign Minister Tan Sri Ghazali Shafie told 
a press conference here Friday.

"For the good of the two countries — Iraq 
and Iran — and the Islamic world as well. I 
once again appeal to our two friends to settle 
their conflict with the spirit of Islamic 
brotherhood. 


Meanwhile. Arafat arrived in Morocco 
from Tunis ai the head of aPLO delegation to 
confer with King Hassan.

The London visit has been called off three 
times because of British objections to the 
inclusion of a high-ranking PLO representa- 
tive on the mission, which will be led by King 
Hassan and includes six Arab foreign minis- 
ters. It is now scheduled to visit London Feb 
7. 

According to diplomatic sources, a pos- 
sible compromise could replace the official 
PLO delegate with a former West Bank 
Mayor who is a PLO sympathizer but not a 
high-ranking official of the organization.

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Syria gets Soviet missiles 


BEIRUT. Jan. 22 (AP) — The Soviet Union is equipping Syrian warplanes with air-to-air 
missiles that have a longer range than any American-made missfle available to the Israeli Air 
Force, the Lebanese independent magazine AI -Mostakbal reported Saturday. 

The Paris-based publication also quoted unnamed Arab diplomatic sources as saying the 
Soviet Union has agreed to upgrade its treaty of friendship and cooperation with Syria to 
obligate Moscow to help Syria in any future war with Israel. Both developments resulted from 
two secret trips Syrian President Hafez Assad made to Moscow before and after Israel's 
fov asirra nf Tf.hanon last summer. Ai -Mosjakbal said. 

In addition to providing SAM-5 ground-to-air missfles, the Soviets agreed to equip moder- 
nized versions of Syria's MiG-23 jets with new air-to-air missiles that have a range of 93 
I kilometers according to the ma g azine - 

I it said the Israeli airforce was equipped with American-made missiles that had a maximum 

range of 60 kilometers during the Lebanon war in which Israel churned to have shot down 
about 100 Syrian jets. 

AI -Mostakbal did not give the name of the new Soviet air missile and there was no official 
Syrian comment on the magazine's report. 

AI -Mostakbal said the SAM-5 batteries the Soviets were setting up north of Damascus and 
in central Syria were part of an anti-aircraft missile network that would eventually cover 
Syria's entire border. .

DAR ES SALAAM. Jan. 22 (AFP) — Tbe 
Tanzanian capital was calm early Saturday 
following the official announcement Friday 
night that a “conspiracy to incite unrest” had 
been uncovered and a number of persons 
arrested. 

The statement from Police Inspector- 
General Solomon Liani came after several 
days of rumors in Tanzania and neighboring 
countries of a failed attempt to overthrow tbe 
government of Presdient Julius Nyerere. 
T iani did not say bow many persons were 
arrested, nor did he identify them beyond 
saying that there were both civilians and sol- 
diers. Still, he said, the army as an entity was 
not involved in the alleged conspiracy, which 
he said was discovered by members of the 
forces. 

Western diplomats in here said that some 
press reports of hundreds of arrests appeared 
exaggerated. Those detained may have 
included professors or students at the Uni- 
versity of Dar Es Salaam, the diplomats said 
emphasizing that this information had not 
been confirmed. They said the dampdown 
had apparently followed at least two 


incidents: one involving soldiers in the north- 
ern city of Arusha just after the new year and 
another in Dar Es Salaam about Jan. 10. 

Lianf s statement said only that rite alleged 
plan to cause unrest was to have been put into 
action early this month. The incident in 
Arusha was originally thought to have been a 
simple quarrel among soldiers, but may have 
been more serious, the diplomats said. 

President Nyerere traveled from his home 
village of Butiama, northwest Tanzania, 
where he was vacationing, to Arusha about 
Jan. 6 for a one-day visit to tbe Monduli 
military academy, but Tanzanian sources said 
it was to open a staff course for senior 
officers. The Western diplomats said it 
appeared the Tanzanian government had felt 
compelled to make a statement because the 
rumors of a coup plot bad become so wide- 
spread inside the country. 

Despite tbe current economic crisis charac- 
terized by an acute shortage of foreign 
exchange to import parts and materials to 
keep factories running. Tanzania is con- 
sidered one of the more politically stable 
states in East Africa. 


LA PAZ, Jan. 22 (R) — President Hern an 
Sfles Zuazo Saturday reappointed part of the 
Bolivian cabinet which resigned Friday in tbe 
most serious crisis in the leftist administra- 
tion’ s brief life. 

Trade union and newspapers Saturday 
warned of tbe consequences of the crisis for 
Bolivia, which returned to civilian govern- 
ment only three months ago after 18 years of 
virtually uninterrupted military rule of this 
debt-ridden Andean nation. The president 
reappointed ministers who resigned Friday to 
give him a free hand in reshuffling tbe 
cabinet, and held talks to replace six other 
ministers who quit following disputes within 
the ruling leftist coalition. 

Vice-President Jaime PazZamora. head of 
the movement of the revolutionary left, 
which pulled its members out of the cabinet 
earlier this month, accused the government 
of being dominated by a clique. “This group 
no longer reflects tbe will of the people,” be 
told a news conference. Paz Zamora also 
accused the government of failing to tackle 
Bolivia’s lucrative drug trafficking. 


SAN SALVADOR. Jan. 22 (AP) — Lef- 
tist rebels blacked out much of the eastern 
half of che country and blew up a railroad 
birdge. while about 5.000 government 
troops continue an offensive against north- 
ern guerrilla strongholds. 

Dynamiting key power lines Friday, the 
rebels cut off electricity to the eastern 40 
percent of the country, the state-owned 
electric power company said. An estimated 
1.5 million people had no electricity and 
dozens of towns ware without running 
water as a result of the attack. There have 
been dozens of blackout in the area in the 
past year caused by rebels trying to over- 
throw the U.S. -supported government In 
San Miguel Province, guerrillas attacked a 
military garrison that was guarding a rail- 
road bridge and they dynamited the bridge 
late Thursday, military spokesmen said Fri- 


day. Rail tran^ortattonfoom foe province 
to the rest of eastern El Salvador was nit 
off. 

There were no reports of casualties in 
connection with the attack. Fourteen guer- 
rillas were killed in fighting near Tecoluca, 
where an army operation to dear out foe 
rebels is under way. military reports said 
Friday. 

In Morazan Province, a guerrilla stron- 
ghold in the northeast, about 5,000 army 
troops attacked guerrilla positions for the 
fifth straight day. residents said. Heavy, 
fighting was reported around San.Frandsco 
Gotera. the provincial capital. 

The government offensive is being led by 
foe army’s three U.S.-trained battalions. 
Eight soldiers, including two officers, were 
lolled in earlier fighting m Morazan. milit- 
ary sources said. .

LONDON. Jan. 22 (AP) — Ghanaian 
officials say as many as one rniUion 
G hanaians may be affected by Nigeria's deci- 
sion to expel foreigners living illegally in 
Nigeria. Tbe British Broadcasting Corp. 
reported Saturday. 

The Nigerian government announced 
Monday that all foreign nationals living in the 
country without valid immigration and work 
permits must leave within two weeks or face 
punishment. The BBC said foe Ghanaians 
are reported to be foe biggest group of illegal 
immigrants, although the order affects many 
tbouhsands of other people from a number of 
African countries. 

It said two ships sent from the Ghanaian 
capital Accra are expected to arrive at tbe 
Nigerian capital Lagos sometime before 
Monday to help with the evacuation 


Some 15,000 persons from Chad repor- 
tedly will also be affected. Nigerian officials 
have given.no overall figure for foe number of 
outsiders living in foe west African state. 

Announcing the expulsions. Nigerian 
Internal Affaire Minister Alhaji All Baba 
said that at foe end of foe two-week deadline 
officials wfil begin mass inspections of 
businesses, factories and private homes to 
check whether they were stfll illegally emp- 
loying nozr-Nigerians. 

He charged that an outbreak of rioting in 
three northern Nigerian cities in October was 
“traceable” to tbe “influx of aliens.” He said 
“thousands” of aliens were roaming the 
streets without visible means of livelihood. 
Newspaper reports at the time said more than 
450 persons were killed in religions rioting in 
tbe cities of Maidugurl Kano and Kaduna.

HONG KONG. Jan. 22 (AFP) — Former 
Seychelles President James Mancham Friday 
challenged Tanzanian President Julius Nyer- 
ere to pull out Tanzanian troops be said were 
backing the government in tbe Indian Ocean 
archipelago as a step toward free elections 
under international control. 

In an interview with AFP here. Man chain, 
who was ousted by President France Albert 
Rene in June 1977 while attending a Com- 
monwealth conference in London, described 
the Rene government as “morally, 
economically and politically bankrupt”. He 
said he was spearheading a worldwide cam- 
paign for the restoration of democracy in foe 
Seychelles and to highlig ht human rights vio- 
lations there. He said that the Seychelles, 
once known as a tourist paradise, had been 
turned into “an island of fear, anguish and 
sorrow”. 

The flamboyant 43-year-old ex-president, 
who has been living in London since being 
toppled, stopped over here on his way back to 
London from a month-long stay in Australia 
at the invitation of foe Seychellese com- 


munity there. Mancham said that be main- 
tained good relations with T anzani a while in 
power and that there was no justification for 
tbe presence of 1 ,500 Tanzanian troops in bis 
homeland except that, according to him. 
President Nyerere and Rene shared die same 
Marxist ideology. 

He said Tanzanian troops should be 
replaced by forces from either foe United ; 
Nations, foe Organization of African Unity 
(OAU) or foe Commonwealth. Mancham 
said President Rene had tried to make poli- 
tical capital out of the abortive coup by South 
African mercenaries led by “Mad Mike" 
Hoare in November 1981 and had tried to 
discredit the opposition by Uniting it to 
apartheid-ruled South Africa. 

But he added that Rene, who was a minis-, 
term foe Maocham-led coalition government 
after the Seychelles’ independence from Bri- .

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KIRKPATRICK’S DELUSIONS 


The United States representative at the U.N.. Mrs. Jeane Kirkpat- 
rick wants American foreign aid to be geared to the recipients' voting 
record in the world body. That is those who toe the line get American 
charity and those who show greater .independence do not 

Mis. Kirkpatrick might have made some sense if she said this 
shortly after World War n when her country was the principal aid 
giver and the largest source of foreign assistance programs. Hus is no 
longer the case, madam. The biggest recipient of American aid and 
gifts today is Israel and even Israel is far from toeing the U.S. line in 
everything Washington wants. 

When the war ended, the Soviet economy was shattered. The 
former empires. British. French. Italian, Belgian and Dutch were 
folding and their mother countries were rationing milk and eggs. 
America had the largest economy and the strongest military 
machine. So lots of poor countries hastened to get a share of the 
American pie. 

But this is no more. The West has emerged as a generous donor 
and even some of the Third World countries like Saudi Arabia. 
Kuwait, and the UAE .have become equally generous sources of 
foreign aid at better terms than those imposed by some of the 
industrialized states. They are giving more per capita than the U.S. is 
doing. So should they also impose their will on the recipients as Mrs. 
Kirkpatrick wants to do- with American aid? 

She would hardly have thought so loudly if she did not sense that 
the American political clout was dwindling. Powerful states -do not 
even discuss linking economic aid with political influence. Certainly 
not in public. 

But the woman is living in another era. That of immense U.S. 
wealth, sweeping political hegemony. Marines' landings amidst 
poverty and weakness all around. 

Now it is a sane and just foreign policy twined with carefully 
invested aid programs that will ensure American popularity with the 
^Third World. Not vote buying at the U-N- 
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Al-Na&wa Friday stressed the 
need for turning the Fez Arab 
peace plan into an Islamic one. 
while another called for involving 
African states in Arab-Istamic 
coordination. 

It said it was important that the 
joint Jerusalem and Arab League 
Peace Committee meeting trans- 
form the Arab plan into an Islamic 
peace plan. “This wfll help win 
over the support of Islamic coun- 
tries for the first unified Arab plan 
presenting practical steps to 
establish peace in the region.” it 
added. 

The paper went on to say that 
any Arab or Islamic decision in 
this direction should be transfor- 
med into “strong and effective 
action” so as to be favorably 
received by die world. It said 
resolutions or recommendations 
to be adopted by the Jerusalem 
Committee “should be effective 
steps leading to the endorsement 
of Arab rights and making the 
opponents understand that the 
Arabs can defend their dignity and 
that seeking peace does not mean 
weakness” 

Al -Jasjrah commenting on the 
same subject, said Arab-Islamic 
coordination evident in the joint 
Arab League- Jerusalem Commit- 
tee meeting “should extend to 
cover the African group of coun- 
tries so that they may play an 
effective role in the service of the 
Jerusalem and Palestine causes.” 
It hoped the meeting would con- 
sider ways of involving the African 
countries as part of coordination 
between the Islamic and Arab 


groups.

Okaz, also dwelt in its editorial 
on the Marrakesh meeting, which 
opened Friday night, underHning 
the gathering’s importance for the 
strengthening of Arab-Islamic sol- 
idarity.

Arab unity can achieve much, Mubarak says

CAIRO — 

Egyptian President Hosni Mubarak has lamented 
what be described as conditions of Arab disunity, 
urging the Arabs to cease bickering and begin co- 
ordinating with Egypt in the interest of a com- 
prehensive peace settlement with Israel. 

In an Interview with the London-basedA/ -Shoni 
Al-Awsat t Mubarak defended the U.S.-arranged 
ramp David peace frame works which evolved the 
1979 peace treaty between Egypt and Israel. He 
described Saudi-Egyprian relations as outstanding 
and predicted that they will assume dimensions of 
greater warmth on restoration. 

Following is the first part of the interview: The 
second and final part will be published tomorrow. 

Question: The Arabs longed for Egypt aid so ifid 
Egypt. Bid, while the Arabs wanted Egypt to return 
to the Arab fold, die tatter Insisted that there wH be 
no return Cram the Camp David at aH and that tbe 
peace treaty with Israel Is a fait accompfi that shortl 
• be honored. How then can there be a pro ximity 
between die two stances In order to make Egypt’s 
return passible? 

Answer: Egypt is not any smaO state so it breaks 
its international pledges. I did not believe that all 
Arabs would put a condition on die Camp David. 
What did we do at Camp David, I wonder. I think 
tbe Camp David accords can be categorized in two 
frameworks: one is the Egyptian-Israeli framework 
through which we got back our land after an agree- 
ment. and tbe other represents the comprehensive 
solution. These are the only two factors to which 
Israel is committed, and if we had made good use of 
them, we would have pressured Israel and would 
also have been in a better position. We are not 
offering any solution while, on tbe other hand. 
Israel is constructing settlements which will become 
a fait accompli tomorrow. 

Let usjbe realistic.. Many Arabs did not object to 
Camp David as it is, bat they were obliged to take 
the Arab line. However. I forgive them for they are 
afl Arabs, and I know what is m their mind but I do 
not want to speak about anyone of them. Instead of 
attacking us. they could have helped us as we had 
adopted the autonomy course. What we seem to 
have agreed on is to remain disunited. If we had 
reached a plausible solution. Israel would not have 
been in an envious position today. Would it not 
have been better? 

Q. It is said that a prominently negative side of 
Camp David was that frautched mi Arab card when 
Egypt M—umfa—i Israel. This “card” could have 
been SDCc c ssfaHy used by the Arabs in any peace 
effort in tbe fu ture. 

A. Israel is in existence, no matter whether Egypt 
recognized it or noL The two superpowers recog- 
nize it. so did the whole world. America is helping 
Israel, so also the Soviet Union guarantees its sur- 
vival. If we Arabs had agreed with each other, our 
position would have been far better. We have been 
good to Saudi Arabia throughout. We have also 
been likewise with the Gulf states. 

Q. IT you were the p r es ident in November 1977. 
would yon have visited occupied Jerusalem and sig- 
ned the Camp David accords? 

A. Everyone has his own way. 

Q. When we speak about Egypt’s ret ur n to the 
Arab fold. I believe it would not suffice just to

A. No. Please let us be realistic. Israel took part of 
Lebanon and Syria took tbe other part. Is Syria not 
an Arab State? 

Q. The Americans say that there Is a coonfinatiop 
between Israel and Syria to maiutahi the situation in 
Lebanon as it is, with tbe aim of dtviaoning the 
country. 

A. I said this the day the war had had started. I 
had said that there was a gentleman’s agreement 
between the two. Thank God that U.S. Secretary of 
State Shultz has said so now. And, for your informa- 
tion. I heard this from Syrian officials. 

The Israeli invasion of Lebanon began and the 
Israeli forces reached a point where they came face 
to face with the Syrian forces in Bekaa at a distance 
of only 50 meters. The Israeli forces spread further 
until the Syrian forces became on their right and tbe 
sea on their left. Continuing, tbe Israeli forces 
reached Beirut and. since war is another name of 
stratagem and trick, they rebounded to hit the 
Syrian forces and their rockets. Weren’t the Syrian 
forces present there to defend the unity of Leba- 
non? As I heard from some people, there was an 
accord between the Syrians and the Israelis that the 
latter would penetrate 40 kms and would then stop. 
Tbe operation would remain in this manner so that 
Israel takes one part of Lebanon and Syria another. 
But the Jews crossed the limit without Syria doing 
any thing . 

I can agree with you. Perhaps, they were not able 
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termed outstanding 


states to take a 
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to fight with Israel! or perhaps they were. But they 
ought to have done something, especially the 
30,000-strong army and the huge number of sophis- 
ticated rockets. All along the borders on the Israeli 
side, there were three Syrian regiments. Later on at 
the Fez summit^ conference. they tried to justify 
their stance by exploiting as a hat' rack. Everyone 
used it according to his wfll. and said finally that 
Israel would not have invaded Lebanon if Egypt 
had not signed die accords at Camp David. They 
said so because Israel withdrew all its forces from 
the Egyptian borders and employed them in Leba- 
non. 

When I heard this I was stunned, for those who 
said so were military men. In feet the Israeli forces 
on the Egyptian borders were not affected. They 
withdrew from Sinai and moved into a safe area, 
and 50 percent of the Israeli artillery was already' 
stationed on our borders, right from Raih to Negev. 
The whole world knew this, including the 
Americans and Russians, and they even moved the 
strategic reserve dose to us before starting on the 
invasion of Lebanon. That means Israel did not use 
these forces to fight with Lebanon. And even if 
Israel had taken about all its forces from the Egyp- 
tian borders and thrown them into Lebanon, the 
latter would not have expanded for Israel. 

Q. lUs means that the Israelis stffl fear Egypt, for 
they still have SO percen t of their artillery forces on 
the Egyptian borders despite the peace treaty bet- 
ween the two sides. 

A, I know the issue has not yet ended and the 
Israelis are suspicious, as is their nature. 

Q. Egypt withdrew Its ambassador from Tel Aviv 
in protest against its Invasion of Lebanon and the 
holocaust. On one occasion, you had said that “the 
withdrawal of the Egyptian ambassador was the 
least that could be dooe in the face of slayings in 
Lebanon". What was die utmost which Egypt could 
have done with Israel? 

A. There is much that could be done, but nor- 
mally in such circumstances, matters ought not to be 
escalated to a point of no return. Do you think I 
should have made a dramatic move and said 1 have 
broken relations with Israel. In this way, I would be 
allowing Israel to raise its head from the holocaust 
just to tell the world that “this is Egypt whom I gave 
peace and its land in exchange for a few papert”. 
Israel would tell America that the Arabs do not 
want peace but are set to destroy Israel. There 
would have been much talk especially as they are 
excellent in propaganda activity. All this means that 
we ourselves would have extricated Israel from tbe 
problem and the Arabs would have found themsel- 
ves losers. Israel would then have been able to 
strike any Arab state. 

Frankly . Israel would have said that if tbe biggest 
Arab state could do like this, there would never be 
security and peace. Israel would have cried to the 
world that Egypt has scoffed at them. The countries 
of the world would have laughed at us and said that 
the Egyptians have taken their land and now want 
to fight with Israel. In all this, only the Arabs would 
have been losers. If the severance of diplomatic ties 
bad helped in solving the issue, we would have 
thought otherwise. But it would have never settled 
the issue. In other words. Israel would have 


benefited more than us from the diplomatic ^ rup- 
ture.

France to keep independent deterrent in Europe

PARIS — 

President Mitterrand's refusal to let Andropov 
count French missiles in the European balance — 
he said he would shed “not one single missile” and 
advised the Russians to “ stop dreaming" — was a 
signal that French Socialists remain determined to 
stay faithful to the Gaulfist doctrine of the indepen- 
dent deterrent 

However, a defense review now in progress will 
make one concession to NATO's need for ungraded 
conventional defense. A powerful force of helicop- 
ter gunships has been recommended by French 
generals to reinforce NATO’s protection against 
Soviet tanks. Gen. Bernard Rogers, the NATO 
commander in Europe who has been calling for 
more conventional anus to raise tbe nuclear 
threshold, said tins week be was “very pleased” at 
the prospect of the new French contribution. 

None the less, the French reliance on the nuclear 
deterrent remains sacrosanct Nuclear improve- 
ments now in the pipeline are so costly that to pay 
for them the army has been ordered to cancel 1.3 
billion pounds worth of orders. In the longer run. 
the army may be forced to lose ten percent of its 
tnext The basic French logic, as defined by Mitter- 
rand. is that unlik e the two superpowers, who enjoy 
“overitifl” against each other. French security is 
“assured by a costly national effort to stay just 
above the threshold of deterrence — the point from 
which we become to dangerous for anyone to 
attack ns." 


French officials dismiss as “nonsense” 
Andropov's claim that tbe Soviet SS-20s were 
installed in answer to pre-existing French and Brit- 
ish medium range weapons. They recall that the 
first SS-20s. in 1977. appeared 19 years after the 
Force de Frappe was founded. "Now suddenly the 
Russians demand equality with the rest of the 
world, included China. This is absurd because the 
non-sod alist world is not a bloc. 

The French still bold the view enunciated by 
Helmut Schmidt, that the SS-20 b essentially a 
political weapon, aimed at "decoupling” America 
from Europe. They say the weapon can lead to 
Soviet blackmail with the threat of annihilation for 
Europe because the Americans are hardly likely to 
stan all-out nuclear war to save Europe. This 
accounts for French support for Cruise and Per- 
shing missiles even though these are not due to be 
installed in France. “Not until they are installed 
with tbe Russians start negotiating on arms reduc- 
tions.” an official said. 

The Force de Frappe, approved by Communists 
as well as Socialists in fee interests of sovereignty, is 
not seriously challenged by any French politician 
although the latest opinion poll showed only 18 
percent of people bad faith in ft. Twenty-five per- 
cent expressed faith in the conventional army and 
35 percent in some form of popular resistance 
against an invader. 

France has no effective peace movement because 
the Communist Party controls fee only organization

We had our ques- 
tions prepared in advance because by foe 
tw we gpt over there to film we were 
moving fast and did not have time to sit down 
and think through all the interviews on foe 
spot. Obviously, however, one adjusts foe 
questions, minute by minute. 

By foe time we finished filming and retur- 
ned 10 foe stares, we had shot about seven 
the amount of film that would actually 
be used. So, I sat down at the Movieota. and 
began deriding how I would cut the inter- 
views. Maybe one person referred to atopic 

two or three times. But it was foe second rone 
foat he spoke clearly and with some force and 

made it most interesting — and that in fact- 


Trout: Of course. I do not walk in the door 
and say. hello. Pm Jo. And set up the camera. 

. That would be absurd. I go in to visit with the 

person sometime before, arid talk about what 
it is we’re interested in bringing tn light in foe 

film. I explain we are interested in having that 

person and others explain their own society, 
in having them tell their own story. I convince 
foe persons to whom I am talking that I am 
not interested in imposing my brainwork on 

them but cooDy listening to what they have to 

say. Most people realized that this was the 
case, and foe feeling with all our crew was 
that the Saudis were really anxious to talk 
about their society and about their country 
and their history because so many of them 
have c ome into contact with the West and 
have been amazed and downright mortified 
at the ignorance and foe stereotypes and the 
caricatures with which they are met in the 
West. No Arab wants to live among Wester- 
ners who know nothing about his country. 
People prefer to be understood accurately 
and in their own context. So most Saudis felt 
this series would provide an opportunity to 


educate Westerners about their country, cul- 
ture and current society. We found most peo- 
ple eager to calk, and to explain points that 
they realized from their travels in foe West 
were completely misunderstood. 

Q. Many viewers of the Saudi series com- 
mented also on foe use of old fQmdips. 

Trout: The old filmdips were invaluable - 
You could have somebody tell you for a hun- 
dred different *imgs, for instance, that Faisal 
went to the Grand European Conference as a 
1 3-year-old boy. but the impact of hearing 
chat would never be the same as seeing the 
film of that 13 -year-old boy. Then it hits you. 
that this was an incredible undertaking for a 
youth. And somehow, two seconds of that 
film tells you all of that. 

Q. Tell me about your personal life. Is 
Franklin your parents’ nam e? You are mar- 
ried? 

Trout: Yes. I kept father’s name. Franklin, 
and added the name of my husband. He is 
Hugh Trout — a surgeon at George Washing- 
ton University Hospital and also at Bethesda 
Naval Hospital. Hugh came along when we 
did foe survey trip. Actually he has a wonder- 
ful eye for a story. By not being involved at 
the production end. he retains foe dear eye of 
the audience. We have always done things 
like that together. Rather than foe filming 
being disruptive to our lives, it turns out to be 
enormously enjoyable. 

After the survey trip, our team spent sev- 
eral months back in Washington getting pre- 
pared to return for the filming. I learned 1 was 
pregnant the day before 1 left to film for three 
months in Saudi Arabia. But this was not 
terribly apparent until the end of the film i n g. 

It was interesting little kids would come up to 
me on the street and point to my middle and 
say “baby, baby." 

One of the people who helped us enor- 
mously on the filming was Prince Turki bin 
Faisal. Because he has a clear sense of the 
West's perceptions, we could trade ideas with 
him on various aspects, and when it became 
apparent toward the end of the filming that 1 
was pregnant, he thought that was the fun- 
niest thing, and he said “only an American 
lady would do this project while foe is pre- 
gnant" But I felt fine foe whole time and it 
was really no problem whatsoever. I drank a 
lot of earners milk. and I had a healthy baby, 
whose name is Ashley. She is our first child, 
and she’s now 17 months. 

The writing and foe editing of a big series 
Kke that takes a lot of time. Then after it was 
finished we devoted a couple of months to do 
foe appropriate promotion. We met with 
reviewers and spent time talking with them 
and showing them the film in advance. We 
were gratified that most all of the reviewers in 
an major U.S. papers gave foe series excel- 
lent reviews. 

Network officials say they've gotten too 
much mail and so many requests they will 
rebroadcast foe Saudi series either in March 
or May of 1983.

Q. How many people eventually will sec 
these series?

home, fired a few shots while speeding by. 
but didn't hit anyone, (f) the driver got lost 
forcing the plotters to scatter on foot.

Sing a song for our self-sacrificing sen- 
ators: When House members voted them- 
selves a pay raise (their salaries have risen 
only 5.5 percent in five years while the cost 
of living has gone up 62 percent), the sen- 
ators sanctimoniously rated down a similar 
increase.

Widening export horizon 
of French telephone firms

PARIS (RFI) — In the last few years, the 
French telephone industry has been booming 
and has achieved some fine export successes 
on the international markets. Two great 
French firms are at the forefront of technical 
innovation in this domain: CTT- Alcatel, a 
subsidiary of foe Compagnie Generate 
d’Electricite (CGE), and Thomson-CSF. A 
third, tiie Compagnie Generate de Construc- 
tion Telephonique (CGCT), a subsidiary of 
foe American giant ITT. has also been man- 
aging to export. 

In 1979. the Frendi telecommunications 
industry was able to collect in the space of a 
few days in September, orders worth nearly 
3.5 thousand million francs on three con- 
tinents (Greece, Colombia. Argentina. 
Benin, Midi- Niger). In 1980. its export tur- 
nover figures, some three thousand nullion 
francs, represented 7 percent of the available 
world market 

In 1978. foe French telecommunications 
industry achieved 18 percent of its turnover 
figure abroad- At that time, it hoped to be 
able to improve its exports regularly in order 
to achieve, by 1982, one-third of its overall 


turnover from overseas orders. This 1982 
horizon has now been reached. 

Early in August France signed with India 
the biggest ever contract in the export field: it 
involves 3.2 thousand million frames and wfll 
be carried out by CTT- Alcatel. TYris will 
enable India to launch an effort to add 10 
million lines in 1990. 

France won this contract by including in 
the deal a certain transfer of technology, pins 
a training pro gram of staff and technical 
cooperation. CIT-Alcatel will deliver 
200,000 telephone fines (worth 450 million 
francs) and then build in India a factory 
capable of producing 500,000 lines per year. 

With this contract, CIT-Alcatel has 
become one of the top international firms in 
the telephone domain and stan ds tide by ode 
with the American firm ITT, the German 
Siemens, the Japanese Nippon Electric and 
the Swedish Eriksson. But today’s rapid 
technological changes are going to call for big 
investments in gray matter and in money. The 
contest will be fierce on foe markets of Latin 
America and Southeast Asia, and t he Fre nch 
firms CTr-Akatel and Thomson-CSF wifi 
probably have to cooperate in order to 
develop common equipment of top quality 
and advanced technology.

Industrial output falls ibm profits

WASHINGTON, Jan. 22 (AP) — Indus- 
trial production in the major industrialized 
countries outside the United States declined 
in October following an increase in Sep- 
tember, the U.S. Department of Commerce 
reported Friday. 

The decrease of 1.4 percent in October was 
the largest monthly decline recorded during 
the last 12 months, the department said. This 
placed the October index of production 4.0 
.percent below its level of a year ago. In Sep- 
tember, the index was up 1 .6 percent. 

five of the seven industrialized countries 
included in the Commerce Department’s 
composite index recorded a decline in their 
‘production in October from September 
levels. All seven were producing below the 
levels they reached 12 months ago. 

The United States’ production index drop- 
ped by 0.9 percent in October. Preliminary 
figures indicate a further decline in 
November although by a more modest 0.4 
percent. 

The Commerce Department gave this 
country-by-country report of production by 
the major industrial countries: 

Japan: After rising over the tour prior 
months, industrial production in Japan fell by 
23 percent in October to 146 (1975 equals 
100). Nearly all major Japanese industries 
reported decreases in their output with the 
chemical, fabricated metal and general 
machinery industries particularly bard-hit 
Japanese production over the last 12 months 
has dropped by 23 percent 
Italy: After rising in September by more 


than 20 percent from depressed August 
levels, Italian industrial production fell by 4. 1 
percent in October. The index of 115.5 per- 
cent in October compared with 122.1 percent 
in October of 1981.. 

West Germany: Industrial production con- 
tinued to fall from its yearly high point 
recorded in February and March. The 1.0 
percent decline registered in October 
brought the West German index down to its 
second lowest point in more than four years. 

Netherlands: Production did not change 
from September levels, and remained 72 
percent lower than a year ago. Average out- 
put over the last three months was the lowest 
recorded for any three-month period in 
nearly six years. 

ra naHa- Industrial production declined by 
32 percent in October, marking the lowest 
level of industrial output recorded in Canada 
since October of 1975. This latest decline 
reflected production cutbacks in most major 
Canadian industries, with particularly severe 
drops io the transportation equipment, elec- 
trical products, chemicals and machinery 
industries. 

Britain: Despite sharp increases in ofl pro- 
duction, British industrial production 
declined by 0.3 percent in October. Many 
major industries reported production 
declines. Particularly hard-hit were the chem- 
icals, metal manufacturing and food, and 
tobacco industries. 

•France: France was the only country in the 
index reporting an October gain in its indus- 
trial output.

U.S. budget deficit bedevils financial marts 


NEW YORK, Jan. 22 (AP) —After sev- 
eral months in which investors seemed wil- 
ling to ignore it. the U.S. government 
budget deficit is once again bedeviling the 
financial markets. 

Paul Volcfcer, chairman of the Federal 
Reserve Board, underscored the revived 
concerns this past week when he described 
the widening deficit as a threat to long-term 
economic recovery. 

“As things stand.*' the nation's central 
bank chief said in a speech Thursday night, 
“fear of growing difidts clouds the future 
and contributes to market pressures and 
inflationary uncertainties.” He said it was 
“crucial” for the government to find ways to 
get its financial house in order. 

Traders in both the stock and bond mar- 
kets responded uneasily to that warning, 
seeing visions of new upward pressure on 
interest rates and more tough times for 
economic activity. 

The Dow Jones average of 30 industrial, 
ending a run of four consecutive weekly 
gains, fell 27.87 to 1.052.98 in the past 
week. The New York Stock Exchange com- 
posite Index dropped i .49 to 83. 1 8. and the 
American stock exchange market value 
index was down 2.64 at 365.56. 

Big Board Volume averaged 81.60 mil- 


lion shares a day. against 94.70 millio n the 
week before. The problem of the deficit is 
likely to remain in the forefront of inves- 
tors’ concerns for the next couple of weeks 
at least. President Reagan is due to deliver 
his State of die Union Message on Tuesday. 
and bis budget proposal at the end of the 
month. 

“It now appears likely that the presi- 
dent 5 s budget message will forecast a deficit 
in the SI 80 million-200 milli on range for 
fiscal 1 983 ” which ends Sept. 30. the Value 
Line investment survey said in a lengthy 
discussion of the deficit question that 
reached subscribers Friday. That would 
compare with SI 10.7 billion in fiscal 1982. 
which itself was a record in nominal dollars. 

Reagan is also expected to project 
economic growth this year at an unimpres- 
sive rate of less than 2 percent That is a 
good deal lower than many private fore- 
casts. and marks a departure from the usual 
rosy tinge of government economic predic- 
tions. 

Said Value Line: “ We think the administ- 
ration is using scare tactics with good cause 
and, we hope, with good effect. In order to 
force Congress into much-needed cuts in 
spending programs, it is no doubt wise to 
take a pessimistic view of the federal 


eminent’s ability to pay.” 

The prospect of gaping deficits can raise a 
wide variety of scary specters in investors’ 
minds. For one thing , it means a voracious 
appetite at the treasury for borrowed 
money, leaving relatively -little credit 
available, a high cost . for private borrowers 
such as corporations. 

Deficits also are regarded as fuel for 
future inflation which helps explain why the 
markets did so little celebrating Friday 
when government figures showed die infla- 
tion rate for 1 982 at 3.9 percent, the lowest 
level is a decade. 

And if interest rates and inflation rise 
anew, the reasoning goes, they can sidet- 
rack recoveries in important industries like 
housing and autos that have just begun to 
show stirrings of life. 

With aO die bad news about the deficit so 
widely circulated, however, some of Wall 
Street’s optimists believe-there is room for a 
strong response by the markets to signs of 
seven modest progress toward shrinking it. 

“Admittedly, politicians are averse to 
raising taxes and cutting spending.” Value 
Line said. “But we think there is growing 
awamess in Washington that the problem of 
ever-increasing deficits can't be shrugged 
off.” J

$29.1 billion turned over in 1981. 

But IBM shares dropped sharply on Wall 
Street in heavy trading as analysts were sur- 
prised by the extend to which a currency 
accounting change aided fourth quarter pro- 
fits.

Swiss reserves drop

Money market liquidity as measured by 
banks' sight deposits with the national bank 
rose 144.7 million francs to 9.06 billion.

Of all Third World countries. Cuba was the 
recipient of by far the hugest amount of 
Soviet economic assistance in 1980. It 
received aid worth more than S3 billion, 
equivalent to about 25 percent of the Carib- 
bean Island’s gross domestic product. 


U.S. share 
of global 
exports up 

W ASHINGTON. Jan. 22 (A?) — Most of 
the major exporters of manufactured goods, 
particularly Japan, reported declines in 
exports in the second quarter of 1982. the 
U.S. Commerce Department said. 

The United States' share of world exports 
of manufactures rose during the period, the 
department said Friday. This was the first 
improvement in the U.S. position since the 
April-June quarter of 1981. the department 
said. But h left the U.S. position well below 
its average level for 198J. 

Other exceptions to those showing declines 
in exports were Sweden. Norway. Austria 
and the United Kingdom, the report said. 
Japanese exports showed the largest decline 
— down u.4 percent from the level of the 
preceding three-month period. 

At the same time. Italy’s exports dropped 
by 5.7 percent. France's by 3.6 percent and 
West Germany's by 1 .6 percent. 

The Commerce Department said the 
majority of the share positions of the leading 
manufactures suppliers showed little or no 
change from the levels of the January-March 
1 982 quarter. Japan did record a share loss of 
a full pereentage point to 13.5 percent, and 
Italy's position weakened by two-tenths of a 
percentage point to S.3 percent.

LONDON. Jan. 22 (R) — • Romania is 
seeking to reschedule 75 percent of about $1 
billion in loans due this year to banks and 
governments, compared with 80 percent of 
loans last year. European banking sources 
said. 

They said Romania is still devising a 
detailed proposal following its two days of 
talks here with bankers, but wiU be seeking a 
six or seven year maturity on the rescheduled 
loans. Last year's maturity was 6-V2 years. 

Terms on the proposed reschedulings are 
expected to be similar to those on last year s 
accords, they said. 

Under last year's rescheduling. Romania 
agreed to pay banks interest at I --Vi percent 
above the cost of Eurodollar deposits, plus 
an additional one percent rescheduling fee. 

Banks are owed an estimated $860 million 
this year, with another S2I7 million due to 
governments, they noted. Banks are now 
studying new economic information provided 
by Romania while awaiting the country’s 
detailed proposal. 

One banker said banks only want to 
reschedule what is absolutely necessary. Both 
sides hope to compete the bank loan accord 
quickly, the sources said, adding another 
meeting is being suggested for early next 
month, perhaps Feb. 3. most likely in Paris.

Dollar closes on strong note 


By J.H. Hammond 

JEDDAH, Jan. 22 —The American dol- 
lar closed on an extremely strong note on 
the New York Friday night markets, and the 
dollar s rapid rise over the past few days has 
taken some operators by surprise. The 
immediate causes were varied but seem to 
reflect the disappointment felt by the 
money markets over the Federal Reserve's 
unwillingness to bring down the U.S. dis- 
count rate as has been expected. Instead, 
the money markets have seen the "Fed's” 
prime lending rate remain at the 8 tfc per- 
cent levels with the Americanfpentral bank 
doing little over the past week in pumping 
liquidity into the banking system to bring it 
down. 

The commercial banks have seen 
Eurodollar deposit rates creep up by 
around 1/16 percent levels earlier in the 
week-.; and then close the weekend on a 
sharply higher tone with rises of around M» 
percent registered in some instances in both 
the short and medium term deposits. 

On Friday night, the one- month Eurodol- 
lar rate was quoted at around 8 15/16 per- 
cent level — up by '/j percent over the pre- 
vious Friday close — while in the medium 
tenors the six-month Eurodollar rate was 
quoted around 9 5/16 percent. 

The dollar also seemed ro react sharply to 
a massive rise in the weekly U.S. money 
supply figures. These showed a larger than 
expected rise of $6.9 billion in the weekly 
M-2 measurement and poses some prob- 
lems to the** Fed" zf it had been contemplat- 
. mg a reduction in its discount rate over the 


next few days. The recent money supply 
figures compare with a mere S3G0 million 
fall for the Friday figures. 

On the New York exchanges, the dollar 
certainly put the other continental Euro- 
pean and Japanese currencies under pres- 
sure. The German mark fell to 2.4560 levels 
from 2.4170 earlier in Europe and despite 
some Bundesbank support. The markets 
are now really nervous about the possibility 
of an indecisive West German political elec- 
tion for the rival parties. 

The French franc fell to 6.9500 levels 
compared with 6.6800 levels earlier in the 
week and the markets are going to try and 
test the 7.00 franCdoUanr' level Monday 
when they re-open. The Swiss franc fen to 
2.0010 levels from 1.9650 earlier in the 
week while the Japanese yen was easier at 
237.90 from 235.60 levels in Tokyo. Even 
the British pound fell back 10 1 .5690 levels 
from 1.5810 earlier in London despite 
optimism on an OPEC oil production 
agreement Sunday. 

The bullion markets fell back to close on 
a weaker tone at $485 for gold from 5491 
levels earlier in Europe, while silver prices 
fell to $ 1 2 .65 from S 1 2.90 European prices. 

On the local markets, riyal deposit rates 
opened at about one percent higher levels 
compared with the previous Saturday 
levels. The one- month J IBOR was steadier 
in Jeddah at 6%-6% percent while the 1 
one-year level was quoted at 8 V 4 -SV 4 per- 
cent levels. The week-fixed was popular at 
around 5 V*-6 percent levels but activity was , 
slow.

Japan sets growth at 3.4% 


TOKYO. Jan. 22 (R) — The Japanese 
government has formally approved the 
economic outlook for fiscal 1983 starting 
April 1 . calling for 3.4 percent real economic 
growth, compared with an estimated 3. 1 per- 
cent for fiscal 1 982. the Economic Planning 
Agency said. 

Nominal gross national product will 
increase 5.6 percent in fiscal 1 983 to 281 .700 
billion yen from an estimated 266.700 billion 
thk year, which is up 5.1 percent from the 
preceding fiscal year, it said. 

Government expenditure will be 51.600 
billion yen in nominal terms, up 0.4 percent 
from an estimated 51.400 billion this year, 
which is up 33 percent from the preceding 


fiscal year, it saidT~ 

Exports and other income from overseas 
win rise 3.5 percent to a nominal 46.600 bil- 
lion yen after an estimated four percent gain 
this year, it added.

Canadian skier steals show 


KITZBUHL, Austria, Jan. 22 (AFP) — 
Todd Brooker of Canada won the Men's 
Alpine Skiing World Cup downhill race here 
Saturday, .the second of the weekend, in 
2:01.96. 

ft was the fourth year running a Canadian 
had won on the Streiff piste here, following 
the successes of Ken Read in 1 980 and Steve 
Podborski in 1981 and 82. Switzerland's Urs 
Raeber was second in 2:02.19 and Read was 
third in 2:02.47. 

Brooker s victory was the first of the 23- 
year-olcfs career, though he has showed 
potential since the end of last season, when he 
was second at Aspen in the United States and 
fifth at Mount Whistler, Canada. 

His triumph interrupted a series of Swiss 
victories which continued right up to Friday. 
However. Swiss skiers still claimed three of 
the first five places, since Peter Mueller and 
Silvano Meli finished fourth equal. 


Brooker* s speed averaged 103.6 Jems per 
hour, and his time of 2:01.96 was more than 
four seconds less than that registered by Swit- 
zerland's Bruno Kemen when he won Fri- 
day’s downhill. Kemen himself improved his 
time by three seconds and proved his victory 
was not just a flash in the pan. He clocked 
2:02.97. earning seventh position. 

There were changes in the overall World 
Cup table. Mueller's fourth place was enough 
to take him to the bead, with 116 points, 
above compatriot Pirtnin Zurbriggen, on 
110. But Zurbriggen is likely to regain top 
place in Sunday's special slalom, which also 
forms part of a combine. 

Inge mar Stenmark created a sensation in 
the Khzbuhl special slalom last year when he 
beat America's Phil Mahre by a record mar- 
gin of 3 .1 6 seconds. Mahre will be well placed 
for the combine following his 13th place, but 
.the Swedish wizard will still be the man to 
beat. 


Kirchler pips Agostini to the post 


MEGEVE. French Alps. Jan. 22 (AFP) — 
Elisabeth Kirchler of Austria upset all predic- 
tions when she sped to victory in Saturda/s 
Women's Alpine Skiing World Cup downhill 
race here, the second of the weekend. 

Kirchler's winning time of 1:23 Jl was 
nine hundredths of a second faster than Swit- 
zerland's Doris de Agostini and 38 hundred- 
ths of a second better than that of third- 
placed Caroline Attia of France. The race 
provided Kirchler with her first World Cup 
victory of the season and the second of her 
career. The 19-year-old achieved her first 
success at Aspen in the United States in 1 981 . 


Her previous best result of the current 
series had been fourth place at Val D’Isere in 
December. Friday she finished way down in 
20th position. Kirchlerthas been dogged by 
back and knee injuries this season and was 
astonished as well as thrilled with her 
renewed success. 

Doris de Agostini, sixth Friday, grabbed 
runners-up place thanks to an excellent per- 
formance on the lower part of the course. The 
Swiss girl's skill enabled her to increase her 
hold on in the downhill World Cup. in which 
she leads by 22 points from Attia.

Las Vegas 9 hopes 
shot down by IOC 

LOS ANGELES. Jan. 22 (Agencies) — 
The International Olympic Committee 
(IOC) announced Friday that its executive 
board had agreed to add a new super- 
heavyweight category to the boxing tourna- 
ment for die 1 984 Olympic Games here, and 
also rejected the organizers proposals of hol- 
ding the shooting event in Las Vegas. 

The new division, for boxer weighing 90 kg 
and over, will have a maximum of 1 2 com- 
petitors and will bring the number of Olympic 
boxing categories to 12 in line with other 
major international amateur tournaments. 
IOC director Monique Bcrlinux also said that 
the committee is to consider a proposal that 
baseball be an official medal event rather than 
demonstration sport at next year's Lt* Ange- 
les Olympics. The IOC had approved a four- 
team demonstration tournament at the Los 
Angeles Dodgers' stadium. 

But the president of the International 
Amateur Baseball Association (IABA). 
Robert Smith of the United States, has asked 
for the number of teams to be doubled and 
for the tournament to be made an official 
Olympic event in Los Angeles. His requests 
would be considered by the IOC excutive 
board later Friday. Berlioux said. 

The shooting competitions at the 1984 
Games will not be held at Las Vegas as the 
organizers had suggested. Berlioux said that 
by holding them so far from Los Angeles 
would have meant finding separate housing 
for the marksmen, which would have further 
eroded the unity of the Games.

Kiwis give Aussies a sound thrashing 



Erring >M shines for Sixers 


MELBOURNE, Jan. 22 (AFP) — New 
Zealand defeated Australia for the second 
time in five days during foe Benson and 
Hedges World Series Cup match marked by 
ill-temper on the field at the Melbourne 
Cricket Ground Saturday. 

Sent in to bat by Australia, the Kiwis tore 
into the Australian bowling and were 246 for 
six when their 50 overs expired. Australia 
were Lackadaisical in reply and were never in 
the hunt. They were all out for 188. 

The game was played with almost as much 
ill- feeling as the game which ended in uproar 
two years ago when Australian captain Greg 
Chappell instructed his brother Trevor to 
send down the notorious underarm delivery. 

Things were going smoothly at the halfway 
mark as opener John Wright, the man of the 
match, scored 84 after being dropped three 


time s He received solid support from Bruce 
Edgar (32), Glenn Turner (3 1 ), Geoff How- 
arth (30) and Richard Hadlee (21). 

The Australian innings was in its infancy 
when opener John Dyson was lucky to sur- 
vive a controversial run out attempt His 
partner Kepler Wessels straight drove Had- 
lee an called for a quick single. Dyson was 
slow to respond and Hadlee, attempting to 
cut off the ball, charged heavily into foe New 
South Wales right hand batsman. 

Dyson was blatantly hampered and almost 
fell heavily as Lance Cairns swooped on the 
baS at mid-on. Cairns' return to wicket 
keeper Warren Lees was wide and Dyson 
survived. 

There was more binemess mid-way 
through the Australian innings when Turner 
left the field and called for a substitute fielder 


to replace hi m. The Australians protested, 
pointing out that Turner had bad Iris knee 
iniuty before the match. With skipper Geoff 
Howarth already off foe field with a pinched 
nerve in his back, stand-in New Zealand cap- 
tain John Wright argued heatedly with 
umpires Rex Whitehead and Dick French. 
But they ordered that the limping Turner stay 
on foe field. 

Wessels battled gamely for his team’s top 
score of 62 but lacked support from the other 
specialist batsmen. For a short time it seemed 
former captain Greg Chappell might be able 
to save his team, but he was out for 37 going 
for the big one. The tail folded dramatically 
with the last six wickets falling for 59 runs.

Billy Olson vaults to dizzy heights 


LOS ANGELES, Jan. 22 (AP) - Billy 
Olson cleared 1 8 feet, i 1 inches (5.76m) Fri- 
day night at the Sunkist Invitational to establ- 
ish a sew world indoor standard for the pole 
vault. 

It was the second time within a week that 
Olson bad moved the mark up. Last weekend 
in Ottawa, be cleared 18-10 '4 (5.74). As at 
Ottawa, the 24-year-old former abilene 
Christian star made the record height on his 
first try. 

The indoor world standard was one of 
three established at Friday night's meet, as 
Mary Decker Tabb and Evelyn Ashford ran 
world indoor best times. Tabb. who now 
holds six women's distance standards 
indoors, ran a world best of nine minutes, 
31 .7 seconds as she easily won the 2-mile (3.2 
kins). 

Ashford, coming off a rather disappointing 


1 982 season after establishing herself as the 
world* s fastest woman the previous year, won 
both women's sprints at the Los Angeles 
sports arena. She was clocked in 5.77 seconds 
in the 50, bettering the old world indoor best 
of 5.8U shared by Andrea Lynch of Great 
Britain and Jeannette Bolden. 

Ashford came back later in the evening to 
win the 60-yanJ dash in 6.70. Alice Brown 
was second in both events, with a 5.80 clock- 
ing in the 50 and a rime of 6.78 in the 60. 

Houston's McTear, once rated the fastest 
sprinter in the world but out of the limelight 
for the past three years, scored an upset in the 
men s 50-yard dash, winning in 5.28 seconds. 
Stanley Floyd was second in 5JJ and Hers- 
chel Walker, the 1982 Heisman Trophy win- 
ner from Georgia, was third in 5.35. 

Floyd, who has run the fastest 50 and 60 
indoors, also lost in foe 60, which was won by 


Ron Brown of Arizona State in 6.1 1 . Walker 
was second and Floyd third. In another high- 
light event Eamonn Coghlan of Ireland won 
the men's mDe in 3:55.4.

record-holder in the 110-meter high hurdles 
and a professional American football player, 
apparently will not be able to compete in the 
MiHrose Games Jan. 28 at Madison Square 
Gardens, meet director Howard Schmertz 
said Fridav.

The U.S. Olympic Committee 
ruled on Wednesday in Los Angeles that 
Nehemiah could compete as an amateur ath- 
lete in domestic events in the U.S., and the 
MiHrose Games had received and accepted 
an application bv Nehemiah to participate.

lUs deal occurred in a 
team-of-four championship. 
At both tables Soutti got to five 
hearts, and at both tables 
West led the king of spades. 
However, at one table the con- 
tract was made, while at the 
other table it went down ooe. 

At the first table. West won 
the opening king of spades 
lead and shifted to the jack of 
chibs at trick two. Declarer 
took the riiih in dummy with 
the ace, discarding a spade, 
and returned a trump to the 


king and ace. Tber^Vas 
nothing West could noauijo to 
defeat the contract, and South 
.easily took the rest of the 
tricks. 

At tike second table, East- 
West found a far better 
method of defense .and 
declarer could not avoid going 
down one. East alertly over- 
took the king of spades with 
the ace amt- returned his 
singleton ten of diamonds. 

South could not recover 
from this blow. He won the 
diamond in dummy and 
played a low trump to his jack. 
West took the jack with the 
ace, returned a diamond 
which East ruffed, and the 
defenders now had three 
tricks to show for their efforts. 

Not a difficult defense, you 
may say, but the fact is that 
most players in East's shoes 
could not bring themselves to 
play the ace of spades on part- 
ner’s king at trick one. The 
thought might not even occur 
to them, which is one of the 
reasons why good defense is 
generally regarded as the 
hardest part of the game. 

Of course, West could have 
shifted to a diamond at trick 
two at the first table and then 
led a second diamond later on 
to defeat the contract. Never- 
theless, East must bear the 
main responsibility for West’s 
failur e to find this defense. He 
should not have allowed West 
the opportunity to go wrong.

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If war is renewed 

Argentina will get 
bloody nose — Pym 


LONDON, Jan. 22 (Agencies) — British 
Foreign Secretary Francis Pym said Friday 
Argentina would get a bloody nose if it tried 
to raid the Falkland Islands. 

He said in a radio interview there were 
indications that Argentine forces might make 
harassment raids and added: “The Ameri- 
cans have made public this possibility but I 
have known about it all along.' Tfiope if fs“not 
true, but if they were to carry out something 
like that, I predict they will get a bloody 
nose,” he said. 

A 4,000-strong garrison has been on the 
islands since last June when Britain recap- 
tured them from Argentina, which had 
invaded them in April. British warships and 
planes patrol their waters and airspace. Pym 
said the world would regard it as monstrous if 
Argentina tried to repeat last year s seizure of 
the islands. “It was a totally unforgivable 
action and if they attempt to do it again, the 
whole world will see they are an absolutely 
intolerable people," he said. 

Pym said British forces would make it 
mQharily impossible for Argentina to seize 
the islands a second time and the troops 
would stay as long as necessary. However, he 
said the term " Fortress Falklands” used by 
Prime Minister Margaret Thatcher last Tues- 
day to describe British policy was inaccurate. 
He said the Falklands would get the same 
protection as Britain itself even though “Bri- 
tain is not a fortress." 

Pym ruled out talks with Argentina about 
the Falklands. a British colony since 1833, 
until Argentina ended the state of hostilities 
still existing between the two countries and 
restored normal relations. 


Meanwhile in Buenos Aires. Argentina 
denied Friday it is preparing to renew hos- 
tilities against British forces in the Falkland 
Islands. Hie military regime said' press 
reports to that effect constituted a “defamat- 
ory campaign" intended to justify the pres- 
ence of the large British colonial garrison in 
the archipelago. 

The foreign ministry communique came in 
response to an American television news 
report Tuesday night that Argentina might be 
preparing to launch harassment attacks 
against the British troops stationed on the 
islands. The communique reiterated this 
country's willingness to resume negotiations 
with Britain on the issue of the island's 
sovereignty. 

- Many Falkland Islanders, however, believe 
reports that Argentina might launch new 
attacks but feel the British forces stationed 
there can cope with any hit-and-run raids. 
“I've been quite concerned about the Argen- 
tines purchasing more Exocet mis- 
siles... because 1 was worried that they might 
make an attack on the fleet,** said a club 
owner Velma Malcolm, who was interned by 
Argentine forces during last year's war with 
Britain. 

Mrs. Malcolm recalled that several British 
ships were hit by Exocets during the war and 
said this could happen again in a sneak attack. 
But she didn't think the 1,800 British- 
descended islanders were in any real danger. 
“I think we’re pretty adequately guarded at 
present, and as long as Mrs. Thatcher is in the 
government and our defense continues in this 
manner, I don't think we need to worry too 
much." 


When India becomes chairman 


Ghali expects nonaligned bloc 
to adopt more even-handed policy 


CARACAS. Jan. 22 ( AP) — The nonalig- 
ned movement will probably begin dealing 
more even-handedly with the two super- 
powers when leadership of the group passes 
from Cuba to India in March. Egypt's minis- 
ter of state for foreign affairs said here Fri- 
day. 

Butros Ghali. whose nation is a founding 
member of the nonaligned bloc, said the 
organization had often favored the Soviet 
Union over the United States during the past 
three years of Cuban leadership .But the 
Egyptian minister, who is in Venezuela on an 
official visit, declined to say whether he 
thought Cuban President Fidel Castro’s 
direction harmed the nonaligned group. “Ido 
not like to use the word harm." Ghali said. 

"There are two schools of thought. One is 
that the nonaligned movement must be based 
equally between the two 'superpowers. The 
other opinion, that of the minority, is that 
there exists a natural alliance between the 
nonaligned nations and the Socialist coun- 
tries. We believe the school of thought of the 
majority will begin to prevail" when the 
Indian head of state takes over the presidency 
of the movement in March, he said. “We will 
begin to maintain political equidistance bet- 
ween the superpowers." 

According to the Egyptian minister, a 
more moderate nonaligned bloc will acquire 
greater world influence and will be able to 
work more efficiently toward solving serious 
global problems. 

Ghafi said the purpose of his current Latin 
American tour was to breathe new life into 
the organization. “We are here to see what 
we can do to give new momentum to the 
nonaligned movement.” he said. 

He added that Egypt supports Venezuela's 
bid to join the nonaligned group as a full 
member. In late 1982. Venezuela was frus- 
trated in its quest because of the negative 
influence of nonaligned member Guyana and 
Guyana's friends in the Caribbean. Ven- 
ezuela and neighboring Guyana are currently 
embroiled in a territorial dispute over 50.000 
square miles of Guyanese territory. The dis- 
pute has also held up Guyana's admission as a 
member of the Organization of American 
States, in which Latin American states in 
sympathy with Venezuela predominate. 

“I believe a dispute between nonaligned 
countries cannot be an obstacle for certain 


countries to come into the movement." Ghali 
said. He predicted Venezuela will be accep- 
ted into the organization when the group 
meets in India in March. 

Ghali told reporters that Israel's invasion 
of Lebanon last summer continues to jeopar- 
dize the chances for peace in the Middle Hast 
and that the basic problems in the troubled 
area remain the same. "To have a just peace, 
we need to give the Palestinians the right of 
self-determination. "We believe that inside 
Israel there are moderate forces. Our policy 
is to reinforce the moderates inside Israel." 
be said. 

He added that U.S. President Ronald 
Reagan's Middle East peace plan should be 
put into effect as soon as possible. "It is vital 
to put the Reagan plan into effect before the 
(1984 U.S.) elections." Ghali said. 

Meanwhile. Malaysian Foreign Minister 
Ghazali Shafie said in Kuala Lumpur Friday 
the admissi on of the Cambodia resistance 
faction headed by Prince Norodom Sihanouk 
will be a major issue at the nonaligned sum- 
mit in March. 


Baker to keep 
out of 1984 


Senate contest 

KNOXVILLE, Tennessee. Jan. 22 (API 
— U.S. Senate majority leader Howard H. 
Baker jr„ of Tennessee announced Friday he 
will not seek re-election to a fourth term in 
1984, freeing himself for a possible full- 
fledged run at the White House in 19SS. 

Baker, 57, told an afternoon press confer- 
ence that after serving m the Senate since 
1966, he wants to return to private life for 
awhile. But he added, " I certainly do not plan 
to retire from politics." Baker said he has not 
decided whether he will run for president in 
1988 and will not make his plans until after 
his Senate term ends. " I have made no secret 
that I would like to be president." he said. 

Baker urged President Ronald Reagan to 
seek re-election in 1984 and said he would 
work “actively and enhusiasticaliy’ for him. 
He said he would “ maintain an active interest 
in (Republican Party) affairs. “There is no 
complicated reason for this ... Bui there is life 
after the Senate." he said.

WASHINGTON. Jan. 22 (AP) — The, 
U.S. State Department, ignoring protests 
from human rights groups, told Congress Fri- 
day that the El Salvadoran government 
remains eligible for continued American 
military assistance because of a decline in 
political violence. 

The department said in a lengthy report, 
that although human rights abuses continue. , 
politically-motivated violence in El Salvador 
has diminished over the past six months but at 
a slower rate than during the first half of. 
1982. The report attributed the favorable, 
trend, in part, to " increased consciousness by 
the government of the rmportance nf more 
effective action on human rights.” •

Brown resigns 
membership 
of MX panel 


WASHINGTON. Jan. 22 { AP) - Harold 
Brown, Defense secretary under former Pres- 
ident jimmy Carter, withdrew Friday as a 
member of President Reagan s commission 
to study possible ways to base the controver- 
sial Y1X nuclear missile. 

Brown said he wanted to avoid the appear- 
ance of a conflict-of-interest because of his 
job for TRW Inc., a defense contractor. His 
loss to the commission could, however, be a 
setback to Reagan’s hopes of convincing the 
U.S. Congress to accept its findings. In a 
letter to Reagan. Brown said some officials 
raised a question about whether his serving as 
a TRW consultant ••might affect the appear- 
ance of objectivity of the commission’s 
recommendations." 

Brown, however, offered Reagan "mv vol- 
untary services as a consultant to the commis- 
sion should you or its members consider this 
useful." Brown told the Associated Press in a 
telephone interview that it had not been poss- 
ible to find a wax to resolve the appearance of 
a conflict. 


Pershing test 
is successful 


WASHINGTON. Jan. 22 (R) — The 
troubled Pershing-2 missile was launched 
successfully Friday and flew its full 1 3011-kms 
course, the U.S. Army said. 

But it will not be known whether it met all 
operational goals until tracking data is asses- 
sed. the army stated. Army spokesman Mai. 
Jerry Henley said the first two stages perfor- 
med normally in the test at Cape Canaveral. 
Folorida. but re-entry assessment would take 
several days. 

The North Atlantic Treaty Organization is 
to begin siring 1 08 Pershings and 464 Cruise 
missiles in Western Europe from December. 
The first flight test of the Pershing ended in 
failure tost July when it exploded shortly after 
launch and another test was only a partial 
success. But Pentagon officials said the mis- 
sile would be ready in rime for its scheduled 
deployment. 


Plea for Bulgarian’s 
release rejected 


ROME. Jan. 22 (R) — An Italian inves- 
tigating magistrate Saturday rejected a 
request for the release of Bulgarian Sergei 
Antonov, detained for suspected complicity 
in the 1981 assassination attempt against 
Pope John Paul, justice ministry offiiealssaid. 

Antonov was arrested two months ago on 
the orders of investigating Magistrate llano 
Martciia. Lawyers for the Bulgarian airline 
official filed for his release for lack of evi- 
dence earlier this month. They provided a 
detailed alibi for his movemcnts.on May 13. 
the day the Pope was shot and critically 
wounded by a Turkish gunman in St. Peter s 
Square.
